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SLT Tends to Marion's Open Space

On a 37 degree Saturday morning, a group of 
hardy souls met at the Sippican Land Trust (SLT) office 
on Front Street in Marion, then ventured out to the Ludes 
Estuary to clean up trash along Route 6. 

Bill Saltonstall, Head Steward of the SLT, led this 
effort on March 26. However, Mr. Saltonstall was quick to 
draw attention to a number of other properties the land 
trust protects and makes available to the public through a 
combination of purchases and conservation restrictions. 

A conservation restriction permanently protects 
a parcel from development, he said. Often individuals 
will gift a parcel to a land trust to ensure that it will 
remain undeveloped. Some communities have also 
adopted cluster-zoning laws, which allocate small lots 
for houses and designate contiguous parcels as protected 
open space, allowing development and preservation to 
coexist. Mr. Saltonstall explained that land preserved from 
development offers recreational opportunities for families 
and also eases the burdens on schools, police and other 
town services.

The SLT raises funds to protect land through 
memberships, small donations and bequests. Sometimes 
when a large or picturesque parcel of land comes up 
for sale, the community comes together to preserve 
it. The Peirson Woods project was a great example of 
the community coming together quickly In 1974, a 30- 
acre parcel along Point Road was in the early stages of 
subdivision for a development, when residents sprung 
into action, raising $475,000 in two weeks and preserving 
the parcel now called Peirson Woods. "That was the most 
amazing happening," said Mr. Saltonstall's wife. Tinker. 

SLT offers a map of 46 parcels under their 
protection ranging from Russell Woods at just .36 acres 
to the White Eagle parcel, which preserves 248 acres. The 
trust also preserves Stewarts Island, Shaw Island, and 
Gravel Island. All of these properties are open to public 
access. Some are suitable for walking trails and others 
are open only to more adventurous explorers. Motorized 
vehicle access is prohibited on some properties. 

Mr. Saltonstall found a bicycle obstacle course on 
one of the properties and while he's concerned about the 
danger of a use like this one, he wishes more kids would 
utilize the SLT parcels for outdoor recreation. Hiking and 
exploring public lands seem to be the perfect intersection 
of exercise and budget-friendly entertainment, but the 
younger generation is using the land less, he said. Parents 
are concerned about Lyme Disease and West Nile Virus 
and "kids are interested in other things... We've been 
saving this land for them," he added. 

Board member Alan Harris pointed out that SLT 
has held events, such as "fairy house" building, to get 
youngsters interested in the outdoors. He joked that he 
and his wife wanted to get young people involved in the 
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SLT, so they had one. His son Sam, the youngest member 
of the cleanup team, showed off his outdoor skills by 
sawing branches. 

Marion's John Cederholm said he was frustrated 
with what he finds along the town's roads. "Why 
do Marion's roadsides have to look like a dumping 
ground?" he asked. Mr. Cederholm said that he has 
found everything from batteries and tires to couches and 
refrigerators along town roads. One year, Mr. Cederholm 
and a group of volunteers cleaned 10 bags of trash from a 
section of Point Road less than 1/8 mile long. He believes 
much of the trash comes from out-of-towners passing 
through Route 6 or visiting local beaches and attractions. 
Mr. Cederholm said that Texas has huge billboards along 
the highways that advertise $2,000 fines for littering. 
"All you see on the roadsides there are flowers," Mr. 
Cederholm said. He wishes Marion would take a tougher 
stance on litterbugs. 

Mr. Saltonstall's wife Tinker agreed. "Littering 
has never been worse," Ms. Saltonstall said, adding that 
town does not have a law against littering but they are 
working to get an article on the town meeting warrant to 
address litter issues. 

On May 14, SLT will partner with the Marion 
Department of Public Works, the Sippican Historical 
Society, and the Marion Art Center, with support from 
Taber Academy, to hold a town- wide cleanup day. All 
members of the community are encouraged to join in.

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Marion's Benefactor Recalled

History buffs, local townspeople and Tabor 
Academy staff members came in droves to see Marion's 
benefactor, Elizabeth Taber, speak about her life and 
devotion to Marion on March 24 at the Marion Music 
Hall, a building she had built for the town. The event was 
sponsored by the Sippican Historical Society 

Natalie Hemingway, a historical reenactor from 
Fairhaven, came dressed in "widow's black" with white 
ruffles protruding from her neck and shirtsleeves, sat 
in a chair on in a "living room" on stage, and spoke to 
the crowd. Ms. Taber pointed to various photographs in 
her living room, including the buildings she had built

Ms. Taber 
also financed Union Hall, which was located on South 
Street in Marion on the current St. Gabriel Chapel site, but 
that building was later razed. Her dedication to education 
produced her greatest accomplishment, the founding of 
Tabor Academy in 1876. Ms. Taber occasionally puffed 
on her pipe, which she said her father gave her as a 
youngster. 

Ms. Hemingway told the crowd that she was 
portraying Ms. Taber at 93 years of age, looking back on 
her life. It took only a few words from Ms. Hemingway to 
bring the audience into the world of Elizabeth Taber, who 
was born Elizabeth Sprague Pitcher, in Sippican Village, 
a part of Old Rochester in August of 1791. She grew up 
on Main Street in Marion and was one of seven children. 
One of her brothers, a sailor, died at age 17 in Kingston, 
Jamaica. The other brothers became successful mariners 
and coastal traders. Her sister died in infancy 

Elizabeth received an education that she 
described as "crude and unstable" and said that students 
were often tardy or did not come on a regular basis, 
making it difficult to have continuity in learning with an 
unpredictable group of students. Because she attended 
regularly and was a good student, she was asked to take 
over as teacher at the age of fourteen. She taught school 
and eventually opened her own school, located at the site 
of the current Marion Post Office. 

Ms. Taber married at age 33 to Stephen Taber, age 
47, a clockmaker in New Bedford. The couple lived in 
Acushnet until 1838 when they relocated to County Street 
in New Bedford. The couple lived across the street from 
Captain Charles W. Morgan. With a successful clock shop, 
Mr. Taber invested his savings in shares of the whale

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ships, mill stocks and railroad bonds. 

Ms. Taber and her husband had three children, 
Stephen Jr., who lived only two days, Mary, who lived to 
be five years old, and Elizabeth who died at age two. 

Stephen Taber died at eighty-five years old in 
1862 and Elizabeth found herself a very wealthy widow. 
She decided to return to Marion and use her money to 
improve some of the "weaknesses'' she found in her 
beloved Sippican Village. Her first project was to bring 
the library up to date, with new books and a building to 
house them. She decided to have the library on the first 
floor and open a natural history museum on the second 
floor. Her second project was to establish an educational 
institution to provide education beyond the elementary 
level. She built Tabor Hall, which is now the Marion Town 
House. Later, this building was part of a trade between 
the Town of Marion and Tabor Academy when the school 
moved to the waterfront. Mrs. Taber named the school 
Tabor Academy, after Mt. Tabor in the Holy Land and the 
Bible. The similarity of the Taber /Tabor name has caused 
confusion over the spelling of her name and the academy 
for over a century. 

In addition to the buildings she financed, she 
spent money for the beautification of the lower village. 
Miles of elm trees on Front and Main Streets were 
planted to provide shade and foliage. In her will, she left 
funds to support local churches, village parks and trees. 
Evergreen Cemetery and Tabor Academy. Most of her 
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funds remained invested in New Bedford mill stocks and 
railroad bonds, which dropped in value over time. 

She died at age 97 in 1888 and was buried 
alongside her husband and three children in the Acushnet 
Cemetery. Members of the Pitcher family, including 
those of her parents and brothers and sister, are buried 
in Evergreen Cemetery, across from Tabor Academy on 
Spring Street in Marion. 

After the presentation, Ms. Hemingway took 
questions from the audience and said she prepared for her 
role by reading The School and the Sea, by Joseph J. Smart, 
a teacher at Tabor Academy who wrote it in 1964. Ms. 
Hemingway said that she enjoys making "history come 
alive" for her audience. She also portrays FDR's mother. 
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Sara Delano Roosevelt, Henry Huttleston Rogers' mother 
and several other historical figures. 

Rochester Candidates Share Platforms 

Rochester Annual Town Election

It is that time of year again: election season 
in Rochester. Some newcomers are vying for town 
positions, but mostly the same crop of people are running 
unopposed as re-election candidates. 

On April 13, Rochester residents will cast their 
votes to fill 14 vacant seats on the ballot. In the two major 
position openings. Selectman Richard Nunes is running 
uncontested for another three years on the Board of 
Selectmen, and Naida Parker has no competition in her 
bid to remain Town Clerk. 

Other candidates running unopposed for 
three-year terms include Beatrice Renauld for Tax 
Collector; John Mello for Board of Assessors; Sandra 
Keese for Board of Health; Walter Hartley for Cemetery 
Commission; and William Watling Jr. as Herring 
Inspector. Two contested races include incumbent David 
Sylvia, and his race against Kenneth Roth for a spot on 
the Parks Commission. Similarly, both Phoebe Butler 
and Jay Williams are seeking to fill a three-year term as 
Library Trustee. 

The race to join Rochester School Committee 
has incumbent Timothy Scholz, Matthew Beaulieu, and 
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Michelle Cusolito battling for two available positions. 

Commenting on his qualifications, Mr. Scholz 
said that his three years of experience on the School 
Committee has allowed him to overcome the learning 
curve associated with the job. As such, a second term 
would afford him the opportunity to be even more 
effective, he said. 

'It doesn't make any sense not to run, just 
when you're getting smart enough and you feel you are 
contributing," he said. 

As an engineer, Mr. Scholz said that his "strong 
analytical and problem-solving skills" benefit the 
committee. "Fm the data guy," he said, citing his work 
creating spreadsheet tools during the teacher negotiation

process to allow both teachers and committee members to 
weigh salary, vacation time, sick time, step schedules and 
other variables more effectively. 

"The budget has been essentially flat for the 
past three years because we don't have [American 
Reinvestment and Recovery Act] money... These next 
years are going to get tougher Being analytical, I will 
be helpful in figuring out how to squeeze the budget 
and keep everyone employed,'' he said. Mr Scholz also 
described his work on the Rochester Memorial School 
(RMS) building committee, which he said he hopes to see 
through completion this fall. 

Michelle Cusolito, a current PTO member at RMS, 
also is in the running for School Committee. 

"Fm running because I have a long history in 
education and care very much what happens at RMS," 
she said. Her six years of experience on the PTO "has 
demonstrated... commitment." 

Ms. Cusolito listed several related 
accomplishments, including her participation in the 
superintendent search committee and her work forming a 
RMS Political Action Committee to ensure that residents 
supported at Town Meeting the renovation and expansion 
project currently underway at the school. 

Educational experience cited by Ms. Cusolito 
includes ten years of teaching fourth graders in Plymouth 
County, and work with the SouthCoast Learning Network 
to improve teaching in New Bedford schools. Ms. 
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Cusolito currently is employed at Lesley University. 

"\ know how schools run. I know about standards 
and No Child Left Behind, and I have worked with 
teachers/' she said. Ms. Cusolito is the mother of a RMS 
third grader and a preschooler at Project Grow. "\ have 
the energy and motivation to make a lasting impact on the 
school district/' she said. 

Small business owner, lawyer and father Matthew 
Beaulieu also hopes to capture a seat on the School 
Committee. 

"The main reason I ran is to ensure my daughter 
can get the best education possible,'' he said of his six- 
year old daughter who attends RMS. Mr. Beaulieu said he 
wants to give back to the community to make RMS even a 
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better school. 

Mr Beaulieu, who owns a law practice in 
Rochester, said he is invested in the community and 
wants to guarantee that, "community resources are used 
appropriately in a way that makes sense in the long 
term/' He noted that federal stimulus funding soon will 
no longer be available, and his extensive background in 
business administration would be a strong asset with 
more difficult budget seasons approaching. 

'Tve been practicing law since 1992, and have 
a Masters degree in Business Administration. I have 
experience working with banking regulators. . . so I know 
finances pretty well,'' he said. 

Mr Beaulieu also stressed that he wants to ensure 
that money on programs is spent in a way that is "fair 
and appropriate to taxpayers." 

Also on the ballot are three positions opening 
up on the Rochester Planning Board. Susan Peterson, 
who joined the board last August to finish out departing 
member Bob Cummings' term, is running uncontested 
for a four-year term. Incumbent Gary Florindo also is 
running unopposed for another five-year stint on the 
board. 

Bendrix Bailey, who joined the Board last summer 
to fill the position of former Lt. Chris Byron, is running 
against James Moraux. 

Mr Bailey listed several reasons to keep him on 
the board, including his recent experience demonstrating 
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the ability to ''consistently offer good suggestions and 
raise thought provoking questions/' 

He also cited his experience as a successful 
businessman who has founded and run numerous 
companies. 

"In addition to the obvious requirement that I 
be able to run a business profitably by both attracting 
customers and managing a budget, running a business 
requires a lot of investigation, questioning, scenario 
generation and careful consideration. I've got a lot of 
experience making decisions under pressure and in the 
face of opposed demands," he said. 

Mr. Bailey also said his experience as a farmer 
and operator of a cranberry bog further cements his 
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qualifications. 

"My wife Michelle and I raised our two boys here 
and moved her parents into a house across the road. We 
have deep family roots in this town/' he said. Mr. Bailey 
said he hopes to remain on the board, which represents 
his first foray into town politics. ''It is my way of giving/' 
he said. 

Longtime Rochester resident Mr. Moraux said 
that if elected to the Planning Board, he would be "100 
percent for the taxpayer" As someone in construction for 
28 years, he said that in his experience, the application 
process can be complicated and take longer than 
necessary. "I want to make it easier for the taxpayer to go 
in front of the board, and show the process of how things 
are done," he said, adding, "We represent taxpayers, so 
we should make it easier for them." 

Mr. Moraux also expressed particular concern 
about people unable to remain in town due to taxes. "I 
want to help make it affordable for the elderly and for 
everyone to stay here. I grew up here and I don't want to 
see people getting taxed out of town," he said. 

Mr. Moraux said that he hopes to preserve 
Rochester, but at the same time make it easier for 
businesses to come in to help absorb the tax burden.

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NOD Bylaw Headed to Town Meeting 

Marion Planning Board

The Marion Planning Board formally wrapped 
up its hearings and approved the latest revision of a new 
Neighborhood Overlay District (NOD) bylaw intended 
to shape future town development at a regular meeting 
on March 28. The board unanimously voted to submit 
the bylaw for vote as a warrant article, which will require 
two-thirds majority to pass at the Annual Town Meeting 
on May 16. 

The bylaw - encompassing Sections 16.1 
through 16.6 - grants the Planning Board the power to 
act as a Special Permit Granting Authority (SPG A). This 
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first or hind feet first is unsuccessful, wrap the cat in a 
towel and then put the towel and the cat in the crate. 
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essentially allows the board to facilitate a streamlined 
application process for Special Permits that would permit 
more flexible uses in the business district. According to 
the proposed bylaw, "The [NOD] is intended to ensure 
that this portion of the Town of Marion is not developed 
as 'sprawl' development, but rather developed consistent 
with the town's 19th century, rural New England, seaside 
village character." 

Bylaw highlights include the SPGA's ability to 
allow: higher-density residential units not to exceed eight 
dwelling units per acre; lower setbacks of no less than ten 
feet from the front yard and no greater than 18 feet from 
the sideline of the road; right of way setbacks no less than 
three feet from rear yards; and no minimum setbacks for 
side yards. 

Developers seeking a Special Permit must adhere 
to specific design requirements, allow property easements 
for shared roadways and driveways to accommodate 
higher development, allow for inclusionary zoning, and 
provide street frontage features including sidewalks for 
pedestrian use and integrated street trees and tree strips. 
The bylaws also would require that the financial impact 
on the Marion Village Center be weighed and would 
encourage use of "green" buildings. 

At the onset. Planning Board Vice Chairman Tom 
Magauran asserted that granting the board the ability 
to streamline Special Permit applications "is a matter 
of trust". Responding to concerns that a NOD overlay 
would create unwanted density, he said the board could 
weed out applications that are detrimental to Marion and 
facilitate projects appropriate to the town. 

"A lot of considerations would be weighed. It is 
subjective, which is why it comes down to trust," he said. 
"There are a lot of protections built in that would give the 
board flexibility based on the benefits of the project to the 
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community/' 

As at previous hearings, a handful of residents 
came out to express either confusion or disapproval of the 
bylaw, or just request explanation on what it would entail. 

Marion resident John Rockwell asked for 
clarification if the new Special Permit process would 
require an additional fee for applicants, and Mr. 
Magauran confirmed that it would. 

Mr. Rockwell also voiced his concern that the 
proposed NOD's impact on the water supply, sewer 
distribution, and traffic had not been adequately 
investigated by the board. "Fve been coming since 
December, and I don't see them being considered except 
that you'll deal with them when a project comes up," 
he said. The density impact of the litigation-pending 
Baywatch 40B project, coupled with more residential units 
per acre allowed in the NOD, is not something Marion 
residents favor, he argued. 

Mr. Rockwell further said that the bylaw language 
is confusing because it authorizes the placement of 
buildings directly next to each other without recognizing 
that the Fire Marshal likely would require more spacing 
for safety reasons. 

"There has to be a connection between the 
purpose and how you follow it. You need to write bylaws 
to say what you want, not the worst case scenario but the 
best case scenario," Mr. Rockwell said. His wife, Annie 
Rockwell, reiterated many of these points and urged the 
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board to drop the proposal. 

Echoing remarks from previous meetings, 
resident Karen Dourdeville responded to Mr. Magauran's 
comments on the matter of trusting the Planning Board to 
vet applications appropriately. "I don't think trust is the 
issue. I think most residents agree with the stated aims of 
preserving Marion, but I firmly believe that the proposed 
NOD would do the opposite," she said. 

She went on to discuss the increased housing 
density allowed under the bylaw (eight dwelling units per 
acre) and her concerns about an increase of residents. She 
said more residents would mean more children to educate 
in the school system, leading to a tougher financial 
situation for the town. 

"Please don't rezone for higher density," she 
concluded. 

Resident Carol Sanz spoke about her confusion 
comprehending the bylaw. She pointed out that the 
term "mixed use" never appears in the proposed bylaw 
language although it is a key component to the NOD 
concept. Board members responded that the "legalese" 
required by Town Counsel necessitated the removal of the 
term "mixed use" although the bylaw essentially supports 
more uses in the proposed overlay district. 

Ms. Sanz continued to stress her confusion with 
understanding the bylaw. "I want it to be clear to people. 
If I can't understand it, I'm not going to vote for it," she 
said. 
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Prior to voting to include the bylaw on the town 
warrant. Chairman Jay Ryder spoke at length in his belief 
of the bylaw's importance. "The bottom line is the bylaw 
gives the Planning Board more control over an area of 
town subject to sprawl development/' he said. 

Mr. Magauran also contributed his thoughts 
on why he feels the bylaw is necessary. He said more 
residential units would result in more affordable housing 
options for residents and young families who want to 
live in town. He noted that the Sippican Lands Trust and 
the Affordable Housing Trust are supporting the bylaw 
because it represents a greater effort to keep density 
central, tying residents to existing services and keeping 
sprawl at bay. 

He acknowledged the impact of more children, 
but he stated that Sippican Elementary School is under 
capacity and the variable cost of another teacher is not as 
daunting as it appears. 

In the end, the board opted to put its weight 
behind the NOD bylaw, which residents will vote on at 
Town Meeting on May 16. 

In a related matter, the board voted to overturn a 
previous decision regarding its NOD consultant, Cornish 
Associates. After a discussion between members, the 
board voted to scale back Cornish's involvement to save 
the town money. The board had intended to have Cornish 
deliver presentations to town boards on the NOD bylaw, 
but instead agreed to assume that role with a Cornish 
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representative on hand to field questions during Tow^n 
Meeting.

Mr. Randall returned his 
papers for a second term back in January, but could not be 
reached for comment before press time.

challenging Mr. Randall this year will be John 
Mathieu, member of the Planning Board, and R. Tyler 
Macallister, chairman of the Conservation Commission. 
Both candidates pulled and returned their papers more 
recently in March. 

Mr. Mathieu, an attorney at a New Bedford 
based law firm, said that, if elected, he would complete 
his planning board term, which expires in 2012. He said 
he consulted town counsel two years ago regarding the 
matter, and is confident that serving both boards would 
present no conflict. However, Tyler Macallister, who has 
been on the Conservation Commission (ConCom) since 
2004, said that he would leave his seat on ConCom if he 
were elected selectman, calling it "a conflict of interest''.

As far as specific issues facing the town, Mr. 
Mathieu was not particularly focused on any current 
projects facing the Board of Selectmen, but he did hope to 
revisit one topic - a new fire station. 

"We have a lot of equipment that sits outside [the 
current fire station] and rusts away'' said Mr. Mathieu. 
''It's a shame to watch it waste away. Whether [the 
previously defeated] plan was excessive, I can't say. We 
need to look to the future. . . You need to spend capital and 
do capital improvements. You can't stand still."

Bachelor's in Marine Science, Mr. Macallister thinks that 
his knowledge would be helpful in the challenges that 
Mattapoisett faces: namely, dwindling budgets and the 
ongoing issue of aquaculture regulations. 

As far as personal projects go, Mr. Macallister is 
particularly focused on the importance of Mattapoisett 
schools. "I have a daughter in the school system," he 
said. "The reason we came to Mattapoisett was the school 
system. Education is important to me." 

Both Mr. Macallister and Mr. Mathieu support 
the use of public waters for aquaculture. Mr. Macallister 
said that bottom aquaculture, such as oyster farming, is a 
great way to keep Mattapoisett water clean. Likewise, Mr. 
Mathieu would support aquaculture business pursuits, 
saying: "We need to share that space... [aquaculture] 
is something that's going to help the community... 
Everyone can still enjoy the water." 

The topic of aquaculture is an important one 
in Mattapoisett these days. At least two entrepreneurs 
have applied to cultivate shellfish in cove waters, but 
these applications have been put on hold until the Board 
of Selectmen can come up with a comprehensive list 
of aquaculture rules and regulations. In most of the 
aquaculture applications and proceedings.

Rochester Tow^n Meeting Date Changed 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Anne Kakley 

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on March 28, 2011 at 
7:10 pm by Chairman Naida Parker in the Town Hall. 
Also in attendance were Selectmen Richard Nunes and 
Bradford Morse, Town Administrator Richard LaCamera 
and Assistant to the Selectmen Veronica Lafreniere. The 
meeting was called to order after the Board held an 
executive session regarding pending litigation and the 
purchase of property. 

The minutes of the March 14, 2011 meeting were 
approved. 

In their first appointment, the Board met with 
Laurell Farinon, Conservation Agent for Rochester. Ms. 
Farinon presented plans to the Board for a combined 
forestry stewardship project with Old Colony Regional 
Vocational Technical High School. 

The Town Forest is a 17-acre parcel of dense forest 
off North Avenue near Old Colony. Ms. Farinon said that 
deep forests should be selectively thinned to optimize the 
health of trees and wildlife within. ''One thing you don't 
want is to have all trees the same age," she informed 
the Board. She added that forest stewardship "allows 
sunlight and propagation of other trees" allowing for 
more "diverse vegetation".

Ms. Farinon said that Old Colony Superintendent 
Gary Brown expressed interest in maintaining an abutting 
forest owned by the school as well, so they started 
discussing the possibility of a partnership between 
Rochester and Old Colony in the project. Ms. Farinon said 
that the stewardship would be an educational experience 
for Old Colony students, and a chance to preserve a 
valuable town property at a reasonable price. 

Ms. Farinon added that the public would be 
further informed when cutting would commence, and 
that the slow-paced project could span a decade. The 
Board voted to approve $1,080 from a Town Forest trust 
fund for use in the project. 

In a second appointment, the Board met with 



Town Planner John Charbonneau and Arnie Johnson in 
regards to changes that the Planning Board had made 
to the town's housing plan. The plan, which must be 
submitted to the state, had already been reviewed and 
approved by the Board of Selectmen in 2010. With the 
changes made by the Planning Board, the Board of 
Selectmen would have to approve the plan again, which 
they said would stall the housing plan process. 

Both Mr. Charbonneau and Mr. Johnson came 
before the Selectmen to represent the Planning Board, 
and explained the logic behind the altered plan. Mr. 
Charbonneau told the Board that the Planning Board 
had not made any significant changes, but had instead 
changed the order of a couple items to improve its flow.

"Nothing was really deleted. Text was moved around/' 
he explained. 'Tn no way do myself or the Planning Board 
want the Board of Selectmen to think that these are major 
changes/' he added. 

'T kind of disagree with you John/' Mr. LaCamera 
replied, explaining that the Board could not recognize 
many of the changes that had been made and needed the 
changes to be tracked so they could determine if it was 
the same document that they had previously approved. 

Mr. Charbonneau, who said that the changes were 
only made because the Planning Board had gained new 
members who had never seen the housing plan draft, said 
that he would outline the changes for the Selectmen to 
review.

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'Tve been working on this for a year and a half/' 
said Mr. LaCamera. '1 want this thing behind us.'' Mr. 
LaCamera added that if they did not submit the housing 
plan to the state in a timely manner, it would possibly 
subject them to new housing standards based on much 
higher population numbers in the 2010 census. Moreover, 
failure to submit the plan would prevent Rochester from 
being eligible for community block grants. 

Mr. Johnson said that the housing plan would be 
discussed at an April 12 Planning Board meeting. 

Under signature items, the Board voted to sign 
a permit for the annual Rochester Road Race. According 
to the Board, fire chief Scott Wiegel and police chief Paul 
Magee had reviewed and approved the road race plans. 

In an important town administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera informed the Board that the state's budget, 
and its impact on Rochester's operating budget for 2012, 
would continue to be uncertain until April 25. He felt that 
the town would have a better budgetary perspective if 
town meeting were pushed back. The Board subsequently 
voted to move the town meeting date from May 9 to May 
23, 2011. Town meeting will take place on that date at Old 
Colony High School on North Avenue and will begin at 
7:00 pm. 

Chairman Parker then announced the following 
items of note for Rochester residents:

a special meeting, and hoped that the plan of action as 
described by CDM would resolve ongoing infrastructure 
issues. 

Engineers Bob Otoski and Shawn Syde of CDM 
gave an overview of the problems plaguing the old sewer 
system, and ways that the town could address these 
issues. Once the problems were remediated, the town 
could ''get to the ultimate goal - paving streets... getting 
them in good condition,'' said Mr. Syde. 

At a previous meeting, the Board had learned that 
issues with "inflow and infiltration" were likely coming 
from private residences in the village area, in the form 
of illegal sump pump connections to sewer lines. These 
connections burden the system and cause back-ups, the 
report said, because the sewers are not designed for the 
quantity of water that a sump pump processes. 

Department of Public Works Superintendent 
Rob Zora estimated that the average household water 
use is about 72 gallons per person per day, and the sewer 
system is designed to process that much. However, when 
households connect sump pumps to their sewer pipes, 
as much as 40-70 gallons of rainwater is dumped into the 
sewer per minute. 

"That's an enormous amount of water, and it 
could easily overtake the sewer capacity," said Mr. Otoski. 
Moreover, the sewer is still quite old in sections of the 
village. "Older sewers don't have the same integrity as 
the newer ones," Mr. Otoski added.

CDM outlined a plan to find the sources of 
inflow and infiltration, which will require door-to-door 
inspections of homes from the Route 6 / Front Street 
intersection, south to Converse Road. Residents will be 
notified before inspections begin, Mr. Syde said, by press 
releases in local papers, a public hearing, flyers, mailings 
and handouts. Moreover, a flyer will be left at the homes 
scheduled for inspection. 

Inspectors will be in uniform, will carry proper 
identification, and will carry out their task in about 15 
minutes, Mr. Syde continued. The female inspectors, who 
will come in pairs, will ask for access to the cellar, and 
then will walk around the premises. In all, 593 locations 
will be inspected over the course of two summer months. 

Besides trying to locate sources of illegal sewer 
connections, Mr. Syde said that CDM would partner with 
the town to strengthen local ordinances and regulations 
for sump pump connections. As water and sewer 
commissioners, the Selectmen would be authorized to 
adopt day-to-day changes in ordinances, said Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson, but they might "have to 
go to town meeting for certain aspects of it", namely 
penalties for illegal connections. 

Mr. Syde said that after inspections, CDM would 
work with the town to remediate storm water runoff, and 
would work towards the ultimate goal of finally paving 
roads over working sewer systems.

It is noted in the records that when Taylor Sea Foods was first granted the 100 Acres presently occupied off Brandt 
Island In November of 1990, they were paying $2,500.00 per year or $25.00 per Acre. In March of 1998 and again In 
2008 they renewed at only $1,500.00 per year or $15.00 per acre. 

The study committee did not come to the minimum depth rule lightly. They spent many meetings discussing 
the issue, talking to citizens that use the shallow waters in all parts of town, and looking at what would be best 
for the town as a whole.

Board Rejects T-Mobile Proposal 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

A proposal by T-Mobile to erect a 130-foot 
monopine cell phone tower on residential property was 
rejected by the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals last 
Thursday, March 24. 

T-Mobile had sought two special permits and one 
variance to construct the tower on Derby Lane, which 
abuts Washburn Lane, in Marion. Specifically, T-Mobile 
sought flexibility in allowing the tower in a residential 
zone and with greater setback allowances than permitted 
on the property line that abuts state highway 195. Also, 
the cell phone carrier wished to use a site that is not 
delineated in Marion's bylaws as acceptable. 

The board unanimously denied the application 
on the grounds that it is detrimental to the character of 
the neighborhood and because the applicant did not 
show that a tower under 130 feet is inadequate. Chairman

use it/' Mr. Johnson said. 

Brian Eicens, T-Mobile's radio frequency expert, 
said that the carrier originally preferred a 170-foot tower 
but compromised on a shorter 130-foot model. He said 
that coverage drops dramatically below the 130-foot level 
because of topography and the fact that many trees in the 
area hover around the 100-foot mark. 

He added that the project involved a monopine 
tower, which would resemble a pine tree to mitigate the 
visual impact. A six-foot chain link fence would surround 
the tower, he said, and the tower would be impossible to 
climb without a ladder. 

Francis Parisi, T-Mobile's attorney, stressed that 
T-Mobile was not applying for a 100-foot tower and 
argued that its data was reliable. "We've built 116 sites 
using this data reviewed by federal courts. It's been used 
for years and years," he said. 

Town Counsel Jon Whitten, who was on hand 
to assist the board, stated that T-Mobile could request 
an extension to work with Isotrope and David Maxson 
to reach a compromise, but Atty. Parisi indicated the he 
preferred a decision that night. 

"I'm hoping to satisfy the board, not [Mr.] 
Maxim," Atty. Parisi said, adding, "We've gotten 
approval in Dartmouth and Westport in areas much more 
residential than this." 

Resident Jim Tripp, a direct abutter to the site 
of the proposed tower, also weighed in, saying that as a

In the deliberation process. Chairman Wedge 
focused on the ''negative impact on the adjacent 
property,'' noting that the Tripp residence could be 
depreciated over 20 percent - more than $100,000 of the 
home's approximate $560,000 value.

Pappalardo, who sought permission to implement minor 
changes to a new development project at 90 Moorings 
Road. Mr. Pappalardo was represented by Bob Rogers 
of Tibbetts Engineering. Mr. Rogers had met with the 
commission earlier in March, seeking authorization to 
amend a plan to alter a circular driveway and a set of 
steps, replace a septic tank, put in a new underground 
electric service, and modify a landscaping wall. The 
applicant also sought to add an outdoor structure for 
showering.

garage at 39 Bullivant Farm Road. The home had partially 
burned in a fire in February. 

Joe Yates, representing the applicants David and 
Marsha Kelley said the single-story shed roof would ''be 
built exactly how it was''.

Conflict Over Student Parking

be available to students for use, since they won't have to 
walk as far to get into the building. Furthermore, some 
believe students should be able to use these parking 
spaces because the parking lot rush at the end of the 
school day is dangerous, and the students in the faculty 
parking lot would be able to avoid pedestrian hazards. 
According to the editorial, these parking spaces in 
question should be for student use for the sake of student 
wellbeing. 

The written school policy is the complete opposite 
of what some students are proposing. As the student 
handbook states on page 39, students are only permitted 
to park in the area designated for student parking. (This 
is the second parking lot, which is undeniably a little

further from the schoors auditorium lobby entrance 
than the faculty parking lot, but it is no further from the 
gymnasium). Furthermore, the handbook states that 
students who drive to school are expected to arrive on 
time, which is being in homeroom by 7:30 am. 

Other school policies regarding driving are: 
traffic must yield to the school buses and operate in a safe 
manner, students must register their car with the assistant 
principal's office prior to driving to school, students must 
display their parking sticker in the correct location, and 
students who have their parking privileges revoked must 
turn in their parking sticker. The parking privilege might 
be withdrawn by the school administrators if school rules 
are violated or if poor driving habits are displayed. 

Thus, the parking policies of the school are 
ironclad. In purchasing a parking sticker, one agrees 
to follow these policies - and this includes parking in 
only the student parking lot. As much as it is a privilege 
for students to drive to school, it is a right for ORRHS 
faculty to park their cars in their own parking lot. The 
faculty parking lot might be conveniently closer to the 
auditorium lobby door, but the walk from the student 
parking lot is not a hike; provided that student drivers are 
in the parking lot at a reasonable time, they will not be 
late to homeroom. Having to park in the student parking 
lot and walk a little further is not an excuse for tardiness; 
either take the bus, so that you will always be on time, no 
matter what, or leave your house to start your commute a

The PB has not presented a legitimate reason why 
it is proposing something which seems so harmful to our 
town.

Rockin' To Feed the Hungry 
By Laura PeduUi 

Even in a land as plentiful as the SouthCoast, hunger 
remains a growing problem. Last year, food banks in the 
region witnessed a 30 percent increase in demand for food. In 
the meantime, the commonwealth and the federal government 
continue to tighten their purse strings in the face of deficit 
budgets, threatening to put many food assistance programs in 
financial dire straits. 

That is where Pearly Baker comes in. 

Last year, the well-loved Grateful Dead tribute band 
celebrated its 25th anniversary by hosting a major fundraising 
concert at the Zeiterion. The event attracted 1,000 music 
lovers, many of them Tri-Town fans who have followed the 
New Bedford band for decades. 

The beneficiary was 
the Hunger Commission, a 
United Way program that 
is instrumental in feeding 
hungry families in the Tri- 
Town and surrounding 
communities, as well as folks 
in New Bedford and Fall 
River. 

"We move a lot of 
food," said Bill Shell, the 
Hunger Commission program 
director. Describing an 
operation that employs two 
people but relies on about one 
hundred volunteers, he said 
the program moves more than 
one million pounds of food 
each year, including 20,000 
pounds of fresh organic 
produce (in partnership with 
YMCA SouthCoast), to 50 locations throughout southeastern 
Massachusetts. The Hunger Commission sends large palettes 
of meat and local produce to Damien's Pantry in Wareham, 
which supplies food to Tri-Town residents in need. 

The Hunger Commission's $137,000 budget last year 
is small for the task at hand, but it would have been $18,500 
smaller if Pearly Baker had not stepped up to rock, on the 
program's behalf. Pearly Baker's involvement made a strong 
impact on the commission, Mr. Shell said, helping to offset 
ever-increasing costs in gas, overhead and labor associated 
with distributing such high quantities of food. 

To honor the band's impact last year, the United Way 
will present the band with an award at a special dinner event 
on April 12. 

"Pearly is accepting this award from United Way 
most humbly, and on behalf of the dozens of sponsors and 
hundreds of people who bought tickets to our show," said 



Mike Mahoney of Pearly Baker. "They are the ones who really 
deserve the recognition. Pearly was just a catalyst - we stood 
by and watched the incredible outpouring of generosity from 
our community to the Hunger Commission." 

In the meantime, the band has decided to make the 
concert an annual tradition to help the Hunger Commission in 
its efforts to feed the hungry. This year's event, scheduled for 
May 7 from 7:00 to 11:00 pm at the Zeiterion, is chaired by 
State Senator Mark Montigny, a huge fan of the band and the 
commission's work. 

If last year is any indication, music lovers will have a 
rockin' time. 

"I've gone to dozens and dozens and shows, and 
I've never seen an audience go that nuts," recalled Mr. 
Mahoney. "Last year's show had many different people, from 

I grandmothers to five-year 
I olds." 

I Pearly Baker "does not 
I receive one dime," for the 
I performance, Mr. Mahoney 
I said, adding that the band 
. instead tries to maximize its 
J contribution to the Hunger 
I Commission through ticket 
I sales and local business 
I sponsorships. 
I "It was a really good 
I show," said Mr. Shell of the 
I Hunger Commission. "It was a 
I whole different thing than you 
I would think. The band really 
I has fun, and the folks had a 
I blast." 

I Mr. Mahoney shared 
I some of the secrets of Pearly 
Baker's popular weekly shows, 
including that the band does not plan the songs it plays but 
instead chooses tunes based on the mood of the crowd. 

"The audience is part of the band. They're the 
seventh member. We get a feeling from the audience, and 
we give it back to them. It is synergetic. That's what a good 
performance is all about," Mr. Mahoney said. 

The upcoming benefit show on May 7 costs $15 
per person, all of which will go to the Hunger Commission. 
Attendees are encouraged to bring as many non-perishable 
food items as they can, which the Hunger Commission will 
then distribute to local food kitchens and pantries.

Lethal Barbie

Sucker Punch. Starring Emily Browning and Abbie Cornish. 
Directed by Zack Snyder. Running time: 109 minutes. MPAA 
rating: PG-13. 

Pity the poor workaday film critics who have to make sense 
of something hke Sucker Punch. They have to stand and deliver 
a logical assessment of this crazed, three-headed Ghidorah of a 
film; they have to persuade their editors that they aren't immature 
enough, attention-deficit-disordered enough, to fall for such 
heavy-breathing juvenilia. Perhaps the majority of critics are 
simply being honest when they say that they feel battered and 
annoyed by Sucker Punch, that it portends the death of movies, 
that its hotshot director Zack Snyder (300, Watchmen) should 
be sent to his room without supper. I, too, must be honest, and I 
can opine with very little reservation that Snyder has constructed 
a right-brain classic, a coruscating work of pure cinema that, 
at times, plays as though some brave loon at Warner Brothers 
handed Snyder the keys to an $82 million art-house oddity. 

The story is a wheel within a wheel within a wheel, and I 
can imagine fans and non-fans alike working earnestly to parse 
the levels of reality and fantasy — what "really" happened, what 
"real-life" event has a "fantasy" analogue. The easy answer is 
that nothing in Sucker Punch "really happened." It's a movie. 
Duh. From there we can simply read the film as Snyder's riff on 
themes of freedom, escapism, and institutional (the pun is and 
isn't intended) sexism. In the run-up to the film's release, Snyder 
went around saying things like (regarding the heroines' peekaboo 
techno-fetish garb) "I didn't dress them that way. You did." The 
girls are dressed that way because ass-kicking girls in action 
movies have to be hot, as per the demand of the audience. Thus 
Snyder has made, in part, a movie that critiques other movies, 
just like Godard advised us to do. You don't like Sucker Punchl 
Direct your own answer to it. 

Godard's confrere Truffaut also said, "The film of 
tomorrow will not be directed by civil servants of the camera, 
but by artists for whom shooting a film constitutes a wonderful 
and thrilling adventure," and Sucker Punch is that, if nothing 
else. The quintet of girls flip in and out of massive set pieces 
resembling nothing so much as a boy's epic combat play with 
a wide assortment of action figures from a dozen different toy 
lines. The girls are plunked into that universe like Barbie dolls, 
except they're lethal Barbie dolls. The lead character (Emily 
Browning) is even named Baby Doll, and the others have names 
like Sweet Pea and Blondie. Nobody except Snyder named the 




girls; nobody except Snyder put them in the situations they're in, 
so the movie is also a gigantic critique of Snyder's own ain't-it- 
cool aesthetic. 

The girls, on a videogame-like mission to find various 
objects that will earn their freedom, don't seem to feel much 
terror or joy in battle. They are emotional only in the setting 
of the burlesque house and brothel they're "really" in, which 
may be a fantasy extension of the asylum they're "really" in. 
What they're "really" in is a movie called Sucker Punch that 
conceptually robs them of their dignity and humanity much as 
the male-fronted brothel/asylum does. But Snyder has cast the 
girls shrewdly, and the near-wordless Emily Browning, eyebrows 
perpetually knitted in anguish, compels us to lean forward and 
know what she's feeling. Her cohorts — tough-minded Abbie 
Cornish, sympathetic Jena Malone, conflicted Vanessa Hudgens 
and Jamie Chung — breathe life into their archetypes. 

There's a final betrayal of complacent audience 
expectations — the twist that gives the movie its name and 
probably served as the straw that broke the critics' backs. Zack 
Snyder is wading deeply into meta-fiction here, toying roughly 
with storytelling itself. But always, always he seeks to entertain, 
to mount dazzling sequences set to the heavy insistent march of 
Bjork's "Army of Me" or various rock-classic covers. I've run 
hot and cold on Snyder; Watchmen impressed me, his other stuff 
didn't. But this wild beast, whether he even fully understands 
it himself, is indeed the death of a certain kind of movie — the 
death and ne plus ultra at the same time, the apocalyptic orgasm 
that kills everything. 

How can we take action cinema, or babes- with-guns flicks, 
remotely seriously (if we ever could) after Sucker Punchl Snyder 
has created a monument to entertainment that he loves but, 
presumably, hates himself for loving. It is both a guilty pleasure 
and the original wellspring of guilt, plumbing the melodramatic 
Prozac -porn of Sylvia Plath and Girl, Interrupted and 4 Non 
Blondes' "What's Up" to remind us of what Swoosie Kurtz had 
to tell us in The Positively True Adventures of the Alleged Texas 
Cheerleader-Murdering Mom: "Crazy women are made by crazy 
men." Crazy movies are, too. And sometimes great movies.
